Fekete suspended for walkout 
when Committee refuses TV 



editorial 



The decision not to allow John Feliete at 
least a televised hearing is indefensible. His 
co-accused received this degrae of openness. 
But the Senate Committee on Studsnt^Diâiplino 
would try Fekete In private, where students land 
faculty could not witness his treatment at the 
hands of the tribunal. 

We have been . parly to a poorly-executed 
sham. The Committee has been oggreulvely ar- 
rogant and viciously hostile — it is' vindictive. It 
has lost any claim of being a {udieial body by 
having prejudged the case — but it still holds 
its immense powers. 

In laceonling' Fekete" uniform treatment, the 
Committee could not emerge with the decision 
it so desperately seeks. The student will defend 
his cote quite adequately, but the academic 
community must not see the Committee's sup- 
posed "ludicial" process torn to shreds followed 
by the delivery of a groundless but severe sen-' 
tence. . 

At McGIII, justice is clearly contingent on 
who you are and what you might soy. 

The situation created by the Committee is 
critical. The Committee, has violated the most 
basic civil rights, its own precedents and Senate 
policies. Its activities ore totally unacceptable 
within an academic community. It has become 
more of a threat to good order in this univer- 
sity than any article we could ever dream of 
printing.

committee. 



Statement from Feicete's lawyer 



The Quebec Court of ylppcal having decided 
that the Committee on Student Discipline is 
not a court of justice in the technical icnse 
so that its proceedings could .not be evoked, 
the Committee summoned'^Jbiin Fekete- to a 
hearing on Wednesday at 2:30 pm. 

Mr. Fekete appeared with counsel and 
under reserve'o/.^oll his legal objections poHtcIy 
requested atlain 'à public hearing, or failing 
that, at least the same type of closed circuit 
tclcvising^of^the itearing da had been granted 
diirin(7''fhc*''frial o/ Messrs. Peter Allnutt and 
Pierre Fournicr. 

It should be recalled that Mr. Fekete had 
been charged .stiMiiitaneoiisIi; xoith them and 
accused of exactly the same offence. In fact 
all three were to be . tried together until . a 
niotton was made fm^jUj^deiMaUi::Mr.l^^ttej, 
challenged before the'couiïsXtHT^iu^^^ 
the Committee and objected to surreptitious 
hearings. 

In all fairness, Mr. Fekete is cniitted at 
least to the same rights and privileges as his 
co-accused Foumier and Allnutt. 

But the Committee, obviously stung by Mr, 
Fekete's having dared to invoke the protection 
of the law, decided to penalize Mm further by 



denying him even the meagre substilute of 
television which Messrs. Allnutt end Foumier 
had obtained. 

After consiillatton with counsel Mr. Fekele 
decided to exercise the Holit not lo participate 
in such Star Chamber preeccdinos and odvised 
the Committee that iie could not defend himself 
under these circumstances. 

The Committee then notified Mr. Fekete 
that he would be suspended tinmcdiotely from 
the university ttnless he remained in the room. 
When Mr. Fekele refused to surrender to such 
blackmail and submit to a secret hearing he 
was tniniedialeiy suspended. , 

The issues have not cfianged. Wiialever one 
may think of Mr. Fekete's article and the 
ii isilovi of Us publication, and irrcspcctitJe of 
the right of the university to inler/ere tcifh 
.tludcnt activities, Mr. Fekete is enlitlcd to a 
fair and public trial. Ue is also entitled not to 
be discriminated against and to obtain the 
minimum protection that Messrs. Allnutt and 
Fonnifer were able to secure. 

It is obvious that the Court of Appeal was 
right in saying that the Committee on Student 
Discipline is not a court of justice in the 
ordinary sense.

Shcppard described the series of 
events fullnwini; Fckclc*s request for 
televised hearings: "The commlltcc 
flatly refused — essentially because 
wc had called the televised hearing 
a 'Roman circus' before. 

"They are now punishing John for 
seeking the protection of the courts", 
he said, "Wc consulted and decided 
that since there was no obligation to 
be present, we weren't going to have 
any part of It." 

The committee then deliberated 
for ten minutes after which Meyer 
announced that unless Fekotc would 
Immediately change his mind, he 
would be suspended. 

JTc told Fekele: "Wo want lo 
finish this thing expeditiously and 
give you a full and fair hearing. If 
you withdraw, you are preventing us 
from doing this." 

Then he suspended Fckclc. 

When questioned as to his next 
move, Sheppard said : "There will be 

plenty comlnt: nut of this. I haven't 
realty digested It yet, I can't believe 
It. Alt wo Askrd for was to be treated 
as Allnutt and Foumier were. The 
committee look the litigation per- 
sonally. 

"They were hatchetinen not there 
lo Judge Fekete — Just there to de- 
termine punishment," he added. 

Possible action? 

Meanwhile. Students' Society Pres- 
ident Peter Smith has called an ex- 
ecutive committee meeting for 1 pm 
today to consider possible action. 

Last night. Students for a Demo- 
cratic University affirmed Its belief 
in "open or televised hearings, and 
uniform procedure for all" In a state- 
ment to the Daily. The group also 
said, "Wc will act to see Fekete's ad- 
ministrative suspension lifted." 

The Student Disciplinary Code 
defines the suspension as entailing 
"the withdrawal of all University 
privileges, including the right to 
enter and be upon University pro- 
perly, in which ease the student, dur- 
ing such suspension, may only come 
upon University property for a spe- 
cific purpose, previously authorized 
in uTltlDg by a disciplinary officer." 




The role of the Board of Governors, .the highest authority of McGill 
University, becomes more enigmatic every year. 

On paper, the Board's powers arc 
impressive. It must approve all academic 
appointments — Princlpnl, Deans, and 
full Professors on down. It approves all 
budgets. It legislates on all land pur- 
chases, construction, and other business 
Irans.nctlons In the name of the Unlvcr* 
slty. It is self-propagating : it names its 
own members. And it has sole authority 
to amend the Statutes : the constitutional 
framework of the lUnivcrsity's govern, 
ing structure. -•T lfc-.^--'

In common with most other univer- 
sities of Canada and, the British Isles, 
McGill has a "two-ticrcd" government, 
of which the Board is the top tier. Iligli- 
sst "academic" authority Is statutorily 
fivcn to the University Senate, which 
has under Us Jurisdiction such mntters 
as the granting of degrees, curricula, 
and student discipline. 

Until a few years ogo, the tradition- 
al division of powers was clear-cut, in 
theory at least : Senate handled "acade- 
mic" matters, and the Board "financial" 
matters. 

And so It has always been found most 
appropriate to man the Board with 
Montreal's leading financiers, captains 
of industry, and lawyers — men whose 
been business acumen and decision- 
making ability could guide and buffer 
the University's corporate self In Its 
dealings with the "outside" world. 

The Board has 34. members, chaired 
by the Chancellor, Howard Ross, who Is 
something of a "head of state" for the 
University. It has no members from the 
academic community itself, except the 



Principal, who, besides chairing Senate, 
Is also Vicc-Chanccllor. 

From n sociological viewpoint, the 
mcmbcrhip list of the Board reads like 
a paragraph or two^from The Vertical 
Mosaic, John Porter's study of Canadian 
power elites. Take a couple of dozen 
chief executives from Montreal's largest 
corporations, add a few outsiders (men 
close to, say, the New Vnrk money 
market), and you have a list nimnst ex- 
clusively of the AnKlo-Saxon Protestant 
"masters of money and principals of 
power", as sociologist John Rcclcy put it. 

Almost — because since the end of 
till- era of former Principal Cyril James, 
that elite has had to liccomc more and 
more concerned alinul Its Image in (he 
new liberalkcd atmosphere. So the board 
has added one or two Jews and one 
or two Calliolics — though slill corpor- 
ate chieftains. Non-buslncs.smcn like 
famed neurosurgeon Wilder Penfield Im- 
press the Duff-ncrduhl Commission 
when It looks for diversity; one or two 
at most suffice. The recipe would be al- 
most complete. If the Board could per- 
suade one or two good French-Canadians 
to Join it. 



The Board Is an enigma because, 
while on paper its powers have been 
unchanged since 1030, its real power In 
legislative decision-making has declined 
steadily over the last decade, until now 
Its meetings arc no more than rubber- 
stamp sessions. The real locus of power 
has been appropriotcd by Senate, 
"somewhat aftei- ;the fashion of the 
British Parliament in the 10th century," 
as one member of the Administration 
remarked. 

The shift began in 1050, when Mc- 
Gill was still under the firm hand of 
Cyril James, the "Iron Vlce-Chanccllor". 



Planning for building expansion was 
in the hands of a Board Committee. 
There was widespread dissatisfaction In 
the University over the Board's rather 
inept iiandling of co-ordinated planning, 
and Senate set up the forerunner of its 
present Development Committee to in- 
vestigate planning priorities. 

The distinction between academic 
and financial matters was soon erased 
for all practical purposes, as Senate be- 
gan to handle them both. Academic 
planning involved financial impllcitions, 
and could not be carried out without 
considering them. 

When James left the Princlpalship 
In 1062, the Board was politely but 
firmly invited to share Its power of 
appointing a new man with the Senate 
and the Mt Cill Association of University 
Teachers, and did so. The principle of 
seml-electlve consultation In the nam- 
ing of top administrators — Deans and 
up — Is now firmly established. 



Tiic cpiestlon becomes. If tlie Board 
is apparently a rubber stamp, why docs 
McGIU feel the need for one? Curtninty 
not for fund-raising — the University Is 
now effectively dependent on the Quebec 
government for financing. Yet the Duff- 
Berdahl Committee for revising Mc« 
Gill's government structure has not pro- 
posed doing very much with the Board 
beyond a little more liberalizing — some 
faculty on the Board, perhaps. And Arts 
and Science Dean H. D. Woods comment- 
ed to Students' Council In September 
that he still thought the Board "vitally 
necessary". 

The. answer probably lies somewhere 
outside the actual meetings of tiie Board. 
If McGill is no longer much interested 
in the Boanl'K help In making decisions. 
It Is very much interested In the contacts 
and Influence of Its members. McGlll's 



Governors belong to that small group 
of people, rarely In the limelight of 
the mass media, who by endless chaini 
of interlocking directorships and other 
links, run Canada's economic system, 
and run hospitals, universities, and char- 
ities on the side. Any modem university 
with pretensions to importance must 
keep in close touch with the realities 
of social and economic power, as It sees 
them. The corporations, for one thing, 
are Important supporters of the Uni- 
versity's vital research function. The 
Board's apparent powers may appear to 
be very much on the wane, but It would 
be surprising it the subtler and Indirect 
forms of control over what the Univer- 
sity is and docs had disappeared. 
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Radio McGill H-bomb scare shocks diners 



Radio McGill stunned even- 
ing patrons of the cafeteria 
yesterday with on Orson 
Welles-ty|ie production an- 
nouncing that the United States 
had just dropped a "medium 
yield nuclear device" on Ha- 
noi. 

When it was first announced, 
observers said later, most listen- 
ers were shocked into silent im- 
mobility. A couple of girls began 
lo cry. 

The program originally went 
on the air as a mistake, following 
the announcement of John Fe* 
kete's suspension. It was im- 
mediately retracted.' 

Fifteen minutes after the first 
broadcast, another announce- 
ment said the retraction had 
been an error and the original 
reports had now been confirm- 
ed. The US had indeed bombed 
the North Vietnamese capital. 

Some listeners went to a radio 
at VE2UN only to hear a CBC 
announcer saying "...the men 
arc still fighUng in Viet Nam..." 

Radio McGill continued with 
reports that the President was 
to address the nation in 20 min- 
utes. Then it switched to ABC 
and two professional announcers 
came in with reports from 



Washington, Ottawa and the 
UnlglNalions. 

■*At^dio McGlil the doors 
were locked and barred as an- 
gry students pushed from the 
outride and staffers held them 
out from within. Finally Internal 
Vice-President Danny Trevlck 
appeared with Building Manager 
Frank Costi. 

Trevlck said, "I feel as bugg- 
ed, as fired up as any of you 
right now, I promise you that 
something will be done. I think 
that it was a stupid, idiotic thing 
to do. And we'll get the guys 
responsible." 

After shepherding the stu- 
dents away from the Radio Mc- 
Gill doors. jy^Tretlck^Pullcd out 



his mastcr^k^ilinVlorccd his 

way past the barricade. 

He talked with Station Man- 
ager Howard Ilcitner for some 
time, saying his main interest 
was protecting the valuable 
equipment in the office, but add- 
ing later that he might bring the 
issue before Council. 

Upstairs, the' program built up 
to the moment when the Presi- 
dent of the United States was to 
spcalc He was introduced by a 
press secretary, the Star Spangled 



Banner began to play and then 
a quivering voice came on the 
air: 

'There is a thin red line bet- 
ween lunacy and reality. Radio 
McGill has taken you over that 
line. We now bring you back. 
The events described in the last 
20 minutes arc entirely fictional. 
This has been a Radio McGiil 
production". 

It faded out witli the remain- 
ing bars of the Star Spangled 
Banner. 

After the furor, former Sta- 
tion Manager and member of the 
Radio McGill >managing board, 
Chris Portncr released a state- 
ment in which he said the pro- 
gram was inspired by Welles' 
1938 broadcast The War of Iht 
Worlds — "a serious program . . . 
with the greatest sincerity of 
purpose. 

"With the realization that the 
program might elicit strong emo- 
tions", he said, "the environment 
was strictly limited to the cafe- 
teria. In addition it was staled 
at the conclusion of the brief 
if somewhat succinct documentary 
that the story was indeed not 
(actual. 



"Tlic belligerent attitude of 
tliose hearing the program would 
strongly support the conclusion 
that the trend of events in the 
far East have been so critical 



as to result in the marked dimi- 
nution of the thin line between 
that which is credible and that 
which is obviously fictional." the 
statement concluded. 



Librarian may be fired

Jan Weryho, a librarian in the islamic institute, said yes- 
terday Principal Robertson threatened to fire him because of 
his refusal to leave the Administration Building November 9, 
after the brook-in into Dr. Robertson's office. 

Wcryiio, iiccuinpanlcd by political science lecturer Stan Gray 
and John Smitit, a graduate student, appeared before Dr. Robertson 
yesterday morning to answer the charge. Vice-Principal Winkler. 
Dean of Graduate Studies S. B. Frost, and Professor P. A. Crcpeau 
of Law were also present. 

After the meeting. Smith claimed Dean Frost had said that 
Wcryho's action had brought into Jeopardy his status as an employee 
of the university; Weryho maintained lie could only be fired If he 
was negligent in his duties as a librarian. 

During the meeting, Weryho read out In full tlic statement of 
the twenty-eight students jvho were tried for the same offence yes- 
terday by the Committee on Student Discipline. 

Smith said Dr. Robertson and tlie other administration officials 
repeatedly emphasized their right lo fire Weryho because he acted 
in a way which brought into question his employment. According 
to Weryho his lawyers had told lUm he could only be fired on the 
grounds of professional incompetence.

Of all the countries included, 
the war hit Egypt hardest, 
aggravating "an already serious 
situation," he continued. 

The war, though expensive, 
did not hit Israel as hard as 
.the Arab ^states, he said. Military 
costs have been offset to some 
extent by war booty and the in- 
crease of "the intangible that 
businessmen refer to as 'confi- 
dence,' has led to increased in- 
vestmenL 

"There is every reasonable 
prospect that Israel's economy 
is on tlic way towards recovery 
and a resumption of the high 
rate of growth", Kanovsky con- 
cluded.
